REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record does not teach the specific dose magazine for a dry powder inhaler 
having the specific structure and relationship as claimed in claims 18, 30, and 35 
including a deployable medicament piston positioned in the reservoirs, including at least 
one chamber for holding dry powder medicament so that deployment of the piston 
through one of the layers of moisture resistant air-tight material presents the dry powder 
medicament to the delivery passageway of the housing for inhalation.
